Nominations of both parties for 
Lieutenant-Governor, Treasurer, Aud- 
itor, Land Commissioner and Superin- 
tendent of Education are in doubt. Re- 
publican nominees for Attorney-Gen- 
era! and Insurance Commissioner seem 
settled by decisive majorities. Where 
four or more candidates are running, 
pfimary law requiring first and second 
choices, ballots without both shall be 
thrown out.

OFFICER SAYS BRUNETTE MAID 
IS MUCH-MARRIED. 


Barstow Man and Redlands Youth 
Declared to Be Recent Victims. 
Another, Believed to Be the Or- 
iginal and Legal Partner, Off for 
Canada. 


Posing as the wife of Clyde Rich- 
erdson of Barstow, a Southern Pa- 
cific Rallway employee, Mrs. Flor- 
ence A. Richardson, arrested in a 
South-Spring-street rooming-house, 
was taken to San Bernardino yester- 
day afternoon by Deputy Sheriff Todd 
of that city, who says she is wanted 
on a bigamy charge. According to 
the visiting officer’s statements made 
to local detectives, Mrs. Richardson 
has three husbands in the United 
States and Canada and has never 
been divorced. 

Mrs. Richardson is a brunette, 25 
years old, with large, expressive hazel 
eyes.

In a three-hour session of the 
County Board of Freeholders last 
night in the Board of Supervisors 
room in the Hall of Records, a tilt 
between representatives of the Inter- 
City Commission of the San Gabriel 
River Valley and the freeholders, a 
lively discussion over the proposed 
“Public Defender” clause, and a veiled 
warfare between David Evans and J.

INTO USEFUL CHANNELS. 


approximately $3,000,000 in bulld- 
ing a flicod-contfolling system on 
the Los Angeles River is the conten- 
tien of Frank H. Olmsted and Frank 
Gillelen, civil engineers appointed by 
the Board of Supervisors a year ago 
to investigate river and harbor cond!- 
tiens and recommend improvements.

a fortune each year to dredge out 
the debris and maintain the desired 


depth. 
With «a 1 system at the 
mouth of San Gabriel Canyon, where 


that river leaves the mountains, they- 
say, the force of the floods would be 
checked, the passage of the lt 
stopped, and the flood waters diverted 
in a number of channels and prove a 
boon to irrigation. 

Dredging the silt out of the harbor 
each year would be in the end far 
more costly than the construction of 


would be utilised. 

“These flood waters, diverted inte 
many channels and spreading out over 
the surrounding country would sink 
into the soil and raise the water level 
of most of that section petween the 
mountains and the sea for miles on 
each side of the river proper,” said 
Engineer Gillelen. 

“Hund 
by agriculturists in the section 
which we speak, and every foot of 
well they sink costs money. It the 
flood waters are diverted and utilized, 
the agriculturists will find water at a 
fifty-foot level where they now have 
to go down 100 feet or more. 

“The controlling system would be 
on the order of a great dam, the 
only difference being that the waters 
would be permitted to flow over it”, 

The accumulation of the silt in) 
the harbor is a new question, the. 
only solution of which is the con- 
trolling system or the dredging, and 
the controlling system is the more 
economical. It would cost the county.

Stoddard Jess, vice-president of the 
First National Bank, proposed that 
not less than $50,000 be raised, and 
Ruse Avery seconded, but before the 
vote could be taken Martin C. Neu- 
ner suggested as an amendment thet 
the sum be placed at $100,000. This 
did not stagger the men of affairs 
who had discussed the great under- 
taking, and they agreed unanimously 
to raise the money.

HE TRUTH ABOUT CHINA. 

The rapid and successful change of 
Chima from a despotic to a representative 
republican government continues to be one 
of the marvels of the age. Japan, with all 


mation, is yet so wedded to middle-century 
despotism that the public suicide of distin- 
guished statesmen and their wives in token 
of their loyalty to the dead Mikado was re- 
cefved with acelamation by admiring thon- 
sands. 

It is different in China. One of the signs 
of the change there is the fact that mil 
lions of Chipamen cut off their queues to 
give expression to their loyalty to the new 
regime and their complete disenthrallment 
from the reign of the Manchu dynasty 
which centuries ago compelled them to 
grow and wear queues as a sign of their 
subjugation. 

Recent telegrams to the effect that the 
new Chinese republic is in a perilous con- 
dition are contradicted by Dr. Morrison, the 
lately appointed political adviser to Yuan 

Shib-Kai. Dr. Morrison has been for a 
| long time the Peking correspordent of the 
Leadon Times. Im a letter to that journal 
Dr. Morrison refers to a statement made 


plished fact. After a revolution character- 
| ized by a rapidity, peaceableness and mod- 
eration unique in the long bistory of the 
world, the oldest monarchy on earth has 
become the youngest republic.” 

Dr. Morrison, says the Boston Monitor, 
witness to the correctness of this ae 
and complains of the way in which 
in England “still discuss affairs in“ 
the most gloomy pessimism, 
intervention, universal anarchy, 
split up imto warring kingdoms, 
chaos, bankruptcy and the ruin of foreign 
bondholders.” 

The people of the new republic of China 
are divided into three parties which differ 
the policies they advocate But they 
not in any sense hostile factions; they 
not quarrelsome, they are all devoted 
to the perpetuity and prosperity of the new 
republic and they are all represented in 
the advisory council. The President, Yuan

to accept the Foreign 
Office, has placed at his disposal the finest 
buildink in Peking, and sent a cruiser in 
command of a high naval officer to bring 
him from Shanghai to Taku. 

“When I left China on August 6,” writes 
Dr. Morrison, “conditions were everywhere 
improving. Oustoms returns proved this 
conclusively. Expressed in gold, the cus 
toms collections of thie year promise to 
be the highest on record. Revival of trade 
was widespread, and this despite disas- 
trous floods in several provinces. All loans 
secured upon the customs had been paid 
to date, both as regards interest and sink- 
ing fund, and there was a considerable sur- 
plus from native customs accumulating to 
meet the resumption of the Boxer indem- 
nity payments, which had been suspended 
since last October. 

“All railway loan payments had been 
met. Every railway in the country was 
doing well, with aggrefate earnings in ex- 
cess of any previous year. Every mission- 
ary and consular report coming from in- 
land China to which I had access reported 
improvement and progress. How can these 
facts be reconciled with the theory that 
conditions are inevitably leading to civil 
war?” 

Dr. Morrison concludes by pointing out 
that the enormous changes which have oc- 
curred have involved the recasting of the 
whole of the internal machinery of the gov- 
ernment. That the change has been et- 
fected with such comparative smoothness 
| should inspire hope in the future of the

This is as it 
should be, of course, if women are to en- 
joy any of the so-called masculine. “privi- 
leges,” as it is the privileges he used to 
have that we want, not those he at present 
enjoys. 


There is one sign that is still sadly miss- 
ing, however, to portend the real suprem- 
acy of woman. Several of the greatest 
women writers, Olive Schreiner, Sara 
Grand and so on have noted with disgust 
that the period during which woman was 
in the greatest subjection male poets 
poured forth the most sickly sentimental 
effusions to her charm and beauty. Wom- 
en were never held in lower esteem than 
when they were being lauded to the skies 
by the flower of the literary world. 

Very well then. Will our many and va- 
rious lady poets kindly turn their atten- 
tion to this important branch of the wom- 
an’s movement. A few stirring, epoch- 
making odes to male beauty, a batch of 
sonnets to the male eyebrow, a paean of eu- 
logy to the male neck and shoulders, and 
a few touching ecstacies oer the male form 
divine will go further to hasten on the 
Cause than any amount of straightforward 
propaganda. 


Whereas, formerly soldiers toasted “My 
mother!” with a fine show of sentiment, 
will militant suffrage now be kind enough 
to toast “My father!" with a like emotion? 
In fact, dear sisters, it would seem that 
we met our lowest abasement through a 
surfeit of flattery—and we all know that 


this is a charm to which the male is equal 


ly susceptible. ; 
Tis a maxim of the schools that flat- 
tery is food for fools.” 

“But now and then your men of wit will 
condescend to éake a bit.” 

Subdue them with flattery, that’s what 
we have te do. Just tell them how beautt- 
ful, how virtuous, how clever they are un- 
til we have them all grovelling at our feet. 
Raise them on a pedestal until they fall 
over each other in their keen competition 
to become our adoring slaves. Call them 
our kings, our princes, our neble lords, our 
governors—get some female Gibsons and 
Harrison Fishers to perpetuate their mas 
culine beauty in all its glorious phases, 
until they regard the darning of our stock- 
ings and the preparing of our food as the 
zenith of life's masculine triumphs. 


Obviously, this ts the wisest, nay the only, 
course! For did not our great-crandmoth- 
ers, who received such extravagant literary 
praise at men’s hands, perform all the do- 
mestic and menial tasks for the men of 
their age? And they were ever ready to 
train up their daughters even as the afore 
said prominent local mamma is ready to 
train her boys—in the domestic arts. With 
what result, pray? Why, that in but three 
generations woman has come to cordially 
despise the domestic arts and te shame 
lessly relegate them to man wherever and 
whenever possible. If gen admired the 
people who did that sort of thing so much, 
then let em do it themselves, would seem 
to have been their idea. 

Wherefore this new plan for the domes- 
tie training of our boys may, after all, be 
but a man's movement for retaining the 
supremacy of the world. Perchance, the 
lord of creation has profited by the sorry 
effects of early domestic training upon our 
girls and means to see to it that the case 
is reversed in the next generation. Girla 
who never washed a dish in their life be 
fore marriage have been found to take to 
dishwashing with unbelievable zest after, 
even as the male, of the species. And so 
surely will a man trained to dishwashing 
in his youth revolt against dishwashing in. 
his manhood. Can that revolt but be made 
suficfhtly complete, therein lies the sal- 
vation of man from the despotic tyranny 
of the coming woman.

By the way, there has been much 
satirical comment, since the departure 
of the Big Mull Moose, on his lack of 
Judgment and plain oss, not to say 
moose, sense, in yielding to the ftmpor- 
tunities of an off-color private host to 
entertain him, when he visited Los 
Angeles last previously.

Several days ago Russ Avery, Re- 
publican National Committeeman for 
California, received a brief telegram 
from Chairman Hilles of the Repub- 
National Committee requesting 
him in the name of common decency 
to resign at once, as news of his 
disloyalty to President Taft, had been 
received by Chairman Hilles. Avery 
got real peeved when he recefved the 
dispatch and openly declared that he 
was “still a Republican,” but admitted 
that he was working for the success 
of the third party and doing all in 
his power to disable and wreck the 
Republican party in California. Avery 
held a consultation with Boss Lissner 
and several Bull Moose leaders yes- 
terday and a few hours later sent a 
telegram to Chairman Hilles tender- 
ing his resignation. Avery stated 
that “I refuse to remain a member of 
the so-called Republican National 
Committee.” He refused to be a mem- 
ber after his resignation was request- 
ed. Funny, isn't it? You're next, 
Meyer Lissner; in the name of com- 
mon decency resign your ition as 
chairman of the Republican State 
Central Committee. 

There are only sixteen days re- 
maining within which the citizen de- 
sirous of casting a vote in the No- 
vember Presidential election can 
qualify ag a registered voter. All those 
who have registered since January 
1 of this year and who have not 
changed their places of abode since 
registration do not have to register 
again in order to vote in November, 
nor does the failure of any properly 
registered voter to have cast his vote 
at the recent primary invalidate the 
registration already made. Citizens 
who have not registered since Janu- 
ary 1 of this year or who have 
changed their place of residence since 
the time of their registration miust 
register before midnight, October 5, in 
order to qualify as voters in the No- 
vember election. The registration of 
any voter since the first of this year 
makes this registration good until 
January 1, 1914, unless, in the mean- 
time, be or she should change his or 
her place of residence. In the event 
of a change of address the transfer 
must be made known to the registra- 
tion authorities in the shape of a 
new registration in order to make 
good the qualifications of the in- 
terested citizen as a voter. In regis- 
tering for the November election it is 
rot necessary for the prospective 
voter to make known his or her party 
affiliations as was the case in the re- 
cent primary election registration. 
This means that those who registered 
for the recent primaries as either Re- 
publicans, Democrats or Socialists and 
who were called on by the law to vote 
eccording to their registered political 
aMiation are now free to cast their 
vote in November as they may choose 
without regard for their party amfila- 
tions. The total registration to date 
for the November election 16 aboyt 
245,000 according to figures compiled 
yesterday at the county registration 
bureau. 
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William Jennings Bryan ts to be the 
star Democratic -spellbinder of the 
great campaign after all.

It is asserted by the govefnment 
that the National Homestead Associa- 
tion does not own or control more 
than 600 acres in the Antelope Val- 
ley: that the land its worthless for 
cultivation: that there ts no water 
on ft, nor can any be developed by 
artesian wells, and that the whole 
echeme was a fraud upon the people 
who were induced to put their money 
into ft.

The old cou- 
ple are living there in great happiness 
and have a life interest in the prop- 
erty, which, at their death, reverts to 
the club for further work of this char- 
acter.

The contract for the sale of the 
timber is already awarded, but the 
signing will not take place until the 
company has been shown on the 
ground what timber the government 
reserves for the reproduction of the 
trees. Under the terms of the con- 
tract the company has twenty-two 
years within which to remove the tim- 
ber. Special safeguards have been 
imposed by the government against 
monopolizging the timber supply, and 
to prevent undue speculation and 
profit Out of 6600 sales of public 
timber made in 1911 only about forty 
were for over $5000 worth of timber 
to a single purchaser. 

The national forests contain about 
600,000,000 feet of timber now in 
merchantable size, but on account of 
its remoteness from market, and the 
fact that it is mostly located in a 
mountainous country, where there are 
no transportation facilities, but a 
small percentage can be sold at any 
time or at any price. 

The timber embraced in the present 
sale is located in the fastnesses of the 
Sierra Nevada Mountains, and it will 
be necessary to build a standard 
gauge railway seventy miles long to 
get it out. In addition to the cutting 
period of twenty-two years, the com- 
pany is given an additional two years 
for the construction of logging and 
manufacturing facilities. 

The terms of the sale provide for a 
readjustment of stumpage prices 
every five years, the basis being the 
price of lumber in the markets where 
the timber is sold, during the preced- 
ing two years.
